"The situa- 
tion, of. Victoria is very beautiful, and 
the town boasts of some good streets, 
with fine drives over excellent roads, 
in various du'ections." Will anyone 
who has visited our city and its charm- 
ing surroundings say that such a com- 
monplace and meagre description docs 
justice to what is admittedly one of the 
loveliest situations for a large city to be 
mot with in North America ? Surely 
in a pamphlet Hotting forth the attrac- 
tions and advantagCH ofBritish Colum- 
bia aa a desirable home for the surplus 
millions of the Old World, its coni- 
mercial and political capital might 
have cut a more prominent llgure, 
more especially as the work assmnes 
so voluminous a form. But 

NiVKAmO, 

the second town of the Province, fares 

even worse at the hands of the essayist. 
"About seventy miles from Victoria, mi 
the eastern, or inner, shore of the 
island, is Nanaimo, a small town of 
local importance." Has the seat of 
liingCoal, the sable monarch Avbo 
must rule tho commerce of the Korth 
Pacific, and whose power will be felt 
in both hemispheres, only a local im- 
portance ? Tho otlier towns of the 
Province the author has not deign- 
ed to notice. With the 

Giioaa.winc.vi. subdivisions 
and general characteristics of thecoun- 
trj, there appears to be less reason to 
find fault; and yet, even here, it is 
found that those characteristics most 
interesting to intending oiuigrants are 
sometimes touched in too light and 
general a way, presenting but little 
calculated to arrest the attention or 
enlist the sympathiesof the very classes 
for whom the workwas more particularly 
designed.

shattering au ana and both logs, killing 
him instantly. jHe leaves a wifo and threo 
cliildri'ii, (oie of whom is a more baby. 
His jiartner, who was working in the satao 
"face," osonped uninjured. A correspon- 
dent sends us the following of the sad 
afTair: — 

Nanaimo, Nov. 7tli. 
A very s\d accident occurred in tho 
Newcastle iniuo this morning about 10 
o'( hudi, by which AVm. Barton Was in- 
stantaneously killed. Ho was in tho act 
of tii-ing a shot liefore going out to break- 
fast, and whoii in the act of holding Ilia 
lamp to the fuse the (diarj.,'i> sudileiily ox- 
jiloilrd and blew his hcail in, besides iii- 
llictiug otlior injuries, whicdi, of them- 
selves, would, iu all probability, have 
proved fatal. It appears thot the fuse is 
defootive, and is of such a naturo that it 
is very ditrieiilt to |)erceivo whether or 
not tho Ih-e i.^ ruiinin;;. 11 is partner, work- 
in the same place, and also in tho act of 
tiring a shot whicli also went off uuei- 
pei-ltslly. ese.ipi'd inir.ii'ulously without 
a scratch. 1 umlerslaiul this fuse (which 
was procured in Victoria) has lately al- 
most caused similar accitlouts hero. De- 
ci asod, who was about 3,5 or o6 yoar.s of 
a^e. li'.Tvi-s 11 wifo and ,'! young (diildreii. 
He was a very experienced miner and the 
accident must be attributed solely to the 
unreliability of the fuse.
